Chariman John L. McClellan of the Senate Investigations 
Subcommittee posed a neat pair of questions on union rights 
the other day, and got an evasive answer from a union offic­ 
ial. 
The Senator was probing the slowdowns and shutdowns 
which threaten our defense and our position in the space 
race. The witness was Charles Tebhe. Business Agent of Lo­ 
cal 259 of the Pipefitters at Dayton Beach, Fla., whose mem­ 
bers work sporadically on missiles at Cape Canaveral. 
Mr. Tebhe testified that the brothers usually just walked 
off the job when a non-union worker appeared on the scene, 
“on their own initiative.” 
He said this was in accord with unions’ “right not to 
work with non-union people.” 
“How would you feel if the Government took the position 
that hereafter nobody works on this base if he is a union 
member? Would you feel that was fair?’’ Sen. McClellan 
asked 
“No, sir,” said Mr. Tebhe. 
“But you want to operate the other way, don’t you?” asked 
the Senator. 
Mr. Tebbe didn’t think it was all right to slow down the 
missile job, but didn’t comment on the larger question. 
He has made it plain, though, that by and large he didn't 
believe anyone has a right to a job unless he sports a union 
button and pays dues to union bosses, and that unions have 
a right to deny all other people employment. 
Non-union workers constitute more than 50 million working 
Americans, and Mr. Tebbe has let them know where thev 
stand.

Jim m y is their 
darling because he is the num ­ 
ber cne obstructor of increased 
postal rates — a m easure which 
two 
Presidents, one Republican, 
the other Dem ocratic, have asked 
for and which the post office, to 
balance its expenses, m ust have. 
And 
because it 
is the Demo­ 
crats more than the Republicans 
who 
are 
blocking 
the 
Kennedy 
postal bill, it might be interesting 
in this and further columns to 
take a close look at some of the 
characters who m ake up the di­ 
verse and divergent Democratic 
P arty. 
Jim m y Morrison and his oppo­ 
sition to the postal bill are espe­ 
cially interesting because when he 
was running for governor some 
years 
ago 
he 
franked 
out 
to 
voters 
approxim ately 
one 
mil­ 
lion pieces of mail — all at the 
taxpayers expense. It cost them 
approxim ately $30,000. 
Ordinarily, political mail of this 
kind is not perm itted to be sent 
free. But the smiling Jim m y got 
around the law by enclosing in 
each envelope a copy of a M orri­ 
son speech, “ Our War Heroes De­ 
serve The Best." So the Post Of­ 
fice Departm ent, which Morrison 
is now helping to block, finally 
ruled thai the mailing of a Con­ 
gressm an 
speech, 
even

sent with a raw and unvarnished 
appeal for votes, was entitled to 
free m ailing privileges. 
Jim m y Morrison, despite all the 
help he got, from the post office, 
lost that round—which some peo­

McClellan 
asked. 
“No, sir,” said Mr. Tebbe.

He has made it plain, though, that by and large he didn’t 
believe anyone has a right to a job unless he sports a union 
button and pays dues to union bosses, and that unions have 
a right to deny all other people employment.

lee to be a fisher of men

Matthew from the receipt of cus­ 
tom. the service of Rome, to the 
service of God’s Kingdom. In both 
cases the call was not onl.v to a 
new life’s work, but it was also 
a call from the old w.c. of life 
to the new life found in being a 
disciple of the Saviout 
Matthew was a publican, or tax 
collector, whose office wm in the 
city of Capernaum at the northern 
end of the Sea 
of 
Galilee 
The 
Jews hated 
taxes 
especially be­ 
cause they were levied b> their 
Roman conquerors. 
Water 
meat 
and 
salt were taxed: 
and 
there 
were also taxes on roads, a city 
tax. a house tax and a )*>il tax. 
The Empire "farm e d jam " these 
taxes, and the collector-was ex­ 
pected to collect a certain sum for 
the Roman government plus an ex­ 
tra amount for his 
own 
wages. 
This extra amount was often exor­ 
bitant. so much so that the jiubli- 
cans were regarded as being ex­ 
tortioners <Luke 3:12.131. The char­ 
acter of tax collectors was held in 
such low regard that the epithet 
“ publicans and sinner-.” is found 


frequently in the Gospels. 
All the more onus attached to 
Matthews because he was a Jew. 
He was hated and shunned by hiw 
own people not only be cause he 
collected the despised taxes but 
also because he worked for Rome. 
This made him something of a col­ 
laborator, a Quisling to his own 
people, one 
who betrayed 
their 
ideals and 
hopes. 
Small 
wonder 
that the Jews despised Matthew 
i and that they criticized him and 
his disciples for eating with "pub- 
icans and sinners” ! 
The story tells us much about 
Matthew. He m ust have been a 
man with a heart - ache of lone­ 
liness. The ‘‘good people” ostraciz­ 
ed him. He could not have gone 
to them for friendliness and un­ 
derstanding. To them he was un­ 
clean. and they would have refus­ 
ed to have anything to do with 
him. Surely this was a vicious cir­ 
cle of hate: for the people hated 
Matthew; and he hated them for 
their hardness of heart and he h at­ 
ed the job which

from his own people. 
Another kind of heart-ache cam e 
ujKin Matthew, though. He

have heard about Jesus: and, al­ 
though the crowd would not have 
opened ranks to admit Matthew 
in friendship, he must have heard 
the Master from the outskirts of 
the throng. He longed for the kind 
of fellowship Jesus had with his 
disciples: and, when the Saviour 
came past the seat of customs and 
spoke to the 
publican, 
"Follow 
Me” , the heart of Matthew was 
yearning for an invitation to that 
better life. 
The story tells us much about 
Jesus.

When Jesus bade men. “ Follow 
me” , it was a call to break with 
the old life. Isn t week we Ftudied 
the call of Andrew 
The Master 
called him from the boats of Gali­ 
lee lo be a fisher of men 
This 
week we read of 
Jesus 
calling 
Matthew’ from the receipt of cus­ 
tom, the service of Rome, to the 
I service of God’s Kingdom. In both 
cases the call was not only to a 
I new life’s work. but it was also 
a call from the old way of life 
i to the new life found in being a 
disciple of the Saviour. 
! 
Matthew was a publican, or tax 
J collector, whose office wa; in the 
; city of Capernaum at the northern 
end of the Sea of Galilee 
The 
Jews hated taxes especially be- 
1 cause they were levied by their 
Roman conquerors. Water, meat 
and 
salt were taxed: 
and 
there 
were also taxes on roads, a city 
tax, a house tax and a poll tax. 
The Empire “ farm ed..out*' these 
taxes, and the collector. -awTs ex­ 
pected to collect a certain sum for 
the Roman government plus an ex­ 
tra amount for his own 
wages. 
This extra amount was often exor­ 
bitant. so much so that the publi­ 
cans were regarded as being ex­ 
tortioners (Luke 3:12.131. The char­ 
acter of tax collectors was held in 
such low regard that the epithet 
• “publicans and sinner. ’ is found

frequently in the Gospels. 
All the more onus attached to 
Matthews because he was a Jew. 
He was hated and shunned by hiw 
own people not only be cause he 
collected the despised taxes but 
also because he worked for Rome. 
This made him something of a col­ 
laborator, a Quisling to his own 
jieople, one who betrayed their 
ideals and hopes. Small wonder 
that the Jews despised Matthew 
and that they criticized him and 
his disciples for eating with “pub- 
icans and sinners” ! 
The story tellR us much about 
Matthew. He must have been a 
man with a heart - ache of lone­ 
liness. The “good people” ostraciz­ 
ed him. He could not have gone 
to them for friendliness and un­ 
derstanding. To them he was un­ 
clean. and they would have refus­ 
ed to have anything to do with 
him. Surely this was a vicious cir­ 
cle of hate: for the people hated 
Matthew; and he hated them for 
their hardness of heart and he hat­ 
ed the job which alienated 
him 
from his own people. 
Another kind of heart-ache came 
upon Matthew, though. He 
must 
have heard about Jesus: and. al­ 
though the crowd would not have 
opened ranks to admit Matthew 
in friendship, he must have heard 
the Master from the outskirts of 
the throng He longed for the kind 
of fellowship Jesus had with his 
disciples: and, when the Saviour 
came past the scat of customs and 
spoke to the 
publican, 
“ Follow 
Me” , the heart of Matthew was 
yearning for an invitation to that 
better life. 
The story tells us much about 
Jesus. He wanted the man whom 
no one else wanted. He offered his 
friendship to the man whose com­ 


p a n y others scorned. He broke the 
vicious circle of hale with love. He 
showed men again that the mission 
of the Master was to seek and 
save thai which was lost. 
We also learn that Jesus saw in 
men what the world missed. Matt­ 
hew. cursed by men, would come 
to be a blessing to them. Some 
one has said that, even as Jesus 
walked, he wa." looking for oppor­ 
tunities. He sawr the opportunity in 
the life of Matthew What wonder­ 
ful sights and insight Jesus pos­ 
sessed! 
He could se 
the 
deep 
flowers. He could see the poten­ 
tial good in one accounted bad by 
truths of God in the birds and the 
all others. “ He knew what was in 
man 'John 2:25t.” 
The story also tells 
us much 
about Christian discipleship. Matt­ 
hew the tax collector became Mat­ 
thew the Apostle. 
The 
scripture 
Lists those who were of the Twelve. 
How different 
were these men! 
We would not have called them 


Hhe religious type” . Christ said 
that he did not come for the sake 
of the righteous (Matt. 9:13). He 
| came for men like the Twelve. In 
some ways they w*ere rough, and 
they were not the kind of men we 
would think of choosing first. But 
in his wonderful kindness Christ 
thought of them, and by his won­ 
derful challenge he chose them 
and paid them the honor of also 
letting them choose him and his 
way. In calling these men of dif­ 
ferent backgrounds Christ shows 
us that he has a place for every 
kind of jierson in his work. 


Discipleship 
also 
means 
sac­ 
rifice. “ If any man will come after 
me. let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me. (Matt 
16:24>.” To be a follower of Jesus, 
though, means to 
give 
up 
the 
things of this w’orld first of all. Pro­ 
bably Matthew gave up the most of 
ail the disciples. Literally he gave 
up all to follow Jesus. Andrew. 
Jam es 
and 
J o h n 
evidently 
had their boats. W h i l e Galilee 
was there, the old trade could be 
followed 'John 21:3). 
Bul 
Matt­ 
hew had no boats to which to re­ 
turn; he had burned his bridges 
behind him. When he placed his 
hopes on Jesus for eternity, he was 
out of his tax-collecting job forever. 
There is a sense in which Matt­ 
hew left all. 
And is there not a sense in which 
Matthew gained all? He lost one 
job but got a far bigger one. He 
could face the w’orld with a clean 
conscience. He answered the call 
of Christ, and in the M aster’s ser­ 
vice he became immortal as one 
who set down the words of the 
Saviour. This ought to be proof 
sufficient for our own discipleship. 
If like the converted publican we 
give up all for the sake of Christ, 
the Saviour gives us that which 
the world can neither 
give nor 
take away.
